plant desiring to sell bottled raw 
milk is obliged to have it handled 
entirely at the farm or farms pro­ 
ducing it. In any case, however, a 
distributor is permitted to purchase 
either raw or pasterurized milk from 
other dealers providing a permit is 
obtained for the sale of milk se­ 
cured in this manner. 
Tuberculin Tested Cows 
Milk sold as raw milk must be 
produced 
by 
tuberculin 
tested 
cows. A steam or hot water ster­ 
ilizer is to be used to sterilize dairy 
utensils and bottles after they have 
been used. This provision includes 
the milk pails and strainers used 
on farms 
which supply 
the raw 
milk 
distributor. The 
sterilizing 
may be done by the producers in­ 
stalling a sterilizer at the farm, or 
the utensils can be taken each day 
to the plant of the distributor for 
washing and 
sterilizing with the 
shipping 
cans. When the 
latter 
method is used 
the utensils are 
to be protected from contamination 
while being returned to the farm. 
A galvanised metal box with tight 
cover will' provide this protection.

long pits. 
Ventilators should be covered so 
that rain will not enter and they 
should be stopped in exteremely 
cold weather. Where the pit is not 
over four feet wide, and the pota­ 
toes are in good dry condition, no 
ventilation may be needed if the 
first layer of straw Is liberal and 
not too heavily covered with dirt 
at first. Ventilators poorly arrang­ 
ed are frequent causes of trouble. 
A board laid along the ridge of the 
last layer of dirt may help prevent 
washing down.
